H. V. Bell's bill (S. B. 104), 
which defines newspapers and Job 
printing establishments in Kentucky 
the same way they are regarded by 
the Federal law, as manufacturing 
plants, passed the Senate 33 to 1. 
Senator Pal Garner, of Breckinridgie 
county, was the only opponent of the 
meaaura. Senators Reynolds* Hub- 
hard.'^^U^^r and Auxier ware abarat. 

When the rules committee called 
up Senator Bell's bill in the Senate, 
the author spoke on tlio saad far the 
measure. He read from income tax 
rulings to show how the business is 
deflned hy tka Fndarnl . goraramant. 

Senator Gardner iptkn in opposi- 
tion to the bill. \ 

Senator Daugfaarty aaid that a 
newspaper and job printing estab- 
lishment is a manufacturing plant, 
and should be so^ deflaed. Benator 
Harris inquired If newspapers do not 
print and bind books, in many cases. 
Mr. Danghertj rti^ttad "yee," and 
said that there are many county 
seats in Kentucky without any 
newspaper. He laid thnt tbe eonntry 
editor Is In close touch with the peo- 
ple, and "is an upbuilder of his 
commniiity. He ehidea us for our 
errors, and when we are deserving 
he makes a note of it. -Under many 
discouragements, he piles a ealling 
of great value to the country side." 

Senator H. F. Green said that 
many newspapers also bind books, 
abstracts, etc., and that in this, as 
well as their function of publishers, 
they are manufacturers. "I also call 
your attention," he added, "to the 
educational feature involved. Many 
counties now have but one little 
printing press. It Is struggling for 
existence. Many have died of the 
hard times. Paper and labor costs 
are. so high, as well as machinery, 
tiukt some hare had to quit the busi- 
ness. When that happens, it Is a 
stroke at the educational facilities 
of that conununlty. No one is going 
to be made rich by this bill, but It 
will save many a struggling plant.

STANLEY SAYS ' TOO MANY 
LkWB VOW." 



A strong stand against the enact- 
ment of sumptuary legislational 
activities, as developed during recent 
years, was taken by United States 
Senator A. 0. Stanley, of Kentucky, 
in a Washington's birthday speech 
before the Ohio Sons of the American 
Revolution, in Cincinnati, Weduea- 
day night. 

Senator Stanley declared a power- 
ful and well-organized moTement 
was on foot "to provide the most 
drastic and vexatious regulations for 
all the industrial, moral and spirit- 
ual aetlrities of the eltlaens of the 
United States." 

In the early part of his address* 
Senator Staalesr palmted a word pict- 
ure of the strugglsB of the Amerl- 
con colonists under the pruitanical 
blue UwB, qooted from many of the 
more drastic ones, and described 
Thomas Jefferson's fight for the 
principles of personal liberty. 

In tracing the resemblance of leg- 
islation of to-day, sought or already 
accomplished. Senator Stanley quot- 
ed from the blue laws of Colonial 
time, whfeh were passed "to control 
the appetites and habits of the cit- 
izens, and from which Washington 
and hia foUowm won their Inde- 
pendence."
